Personally, | don’t 
want over .002-.0025” groove depths in 
any of my lead bullet single shot rifle 
barrels. | have recently examined three 
of the most beautifully rifled and finished 
barrels one could imagine EXCEPT for 
the fact that one of them had grooves 
.003”’ deeper on one side than on the

other side. The other two, both by the 
same maker, had grooves .0016”’ deeper 
on one side than on the other. Why | 
cannot imagine but | have my own per- 
sonal opinion as to why they were cut 
that way. | do not think it was intentional. 
Apparently all three barrels were cut 
rifled (not buttoned) and then lapped 
and the usual circular reamer marks on 
top of the lands were pretty well lapped 
off. 

Probably not many of our modern bar- 
rel makers have had the opportunity to 
read Dr. Mann’s book “THE BULLETS 
FLIGHT FROM POWDER TO TARGET”. 
| should like to quote him, and a number 
of his tests: 

“Stripping the Grooves” 
“Stripping the grooves”’ and the ‘‘bullet 
jumped the grooves”’ are phrases some- 
times heard amongst riflemen applied 
more often to the cast or lead bullet than 
to the more modern metal-cased bullet. 
Possibly this idea of stripping the 
grooves is more prevalent where at- 
tempts are made to speed up the non- 
jacketed bullet in modern sharp-twist ri- 
fles with high-pressure powder, or in 
fact with black powder, while using ex- 
cessive charges experimentally or dur- 
ing systematic methods of producing an 
“express” load for cast bullets. Follow- 
ing the plan of this book and following 
the mathematics of this subject, we ap- 
pend several tests, trusting still further 
to furnish a basis for more correct 
reasoning.” 

“Test No. 181” 

A .32-40-200-grain, 1 to 30 cast bullet 
was swaged lightly into a three-inch 
piece of a new Winchester .32-caliber 
barrel containing their regular rifling. 
Pushing this bullet partly out of the bar- 
rel, left 1/4 inch of the base end in the 
grooves. The point and 1/2 inch of the 
body was left exposed. After grasping 
the point in a vise, the barrel was ro- 


tated. The 1/2 inch of rifling on the base 
of the bullet held firmly, but the entire 
point was twisted off from the body of 
the bullet at the line of juncture. 

“Test No. 182” 

This experiment was identical with the 
foregoing, except the vise was made to 
grasp the front end of the cylindrical part 
of the bullet. In this case upon rotating 
the barrel, which contained 1/4 inch of 
the base end of the bullet, the body 
twisted within itself 45 degrees when the 
rotation of barrel was stopped and the 
bullet pushed out for examination. The 
lead of the bullet in the rifling had not 
yielded. 

“Test No. 183” 

Under same conditions as the last test, 
the body of the bullet being held in the 
vise, the barrel was slowly rotated. The 
twisting of the body which continued un- 
til the twisting of the body reached the 
muzzle and extended into it, after which 
the 1/4 inch of the base turned round 
and round in the rifle bore. The 1/4 inch 
of the base of the bullet which had been 
retained in the bore was found 
lengthened and reduced to bore 
diameter of .315-inch. The lead was not 
sheared off by the lands in the bore, 
since the grooves were found empty; but 
the part of the bullet which had been 
contained in the rifle grooves was 
crushed into the body of the lead, 
elongating this part of the bullet back- 
wards into the rifle bore and forward as 
the twisting process continued. It was 
like twisting a rope out of a tight hole. 

“Test No. 184” 

In this test a similar bullet, whose body 
was 3/4 inch long, was swaged in the 
rifled piece until it filled the grooves and 
left there. Before swaging a square plug 
3/8 inch long, one-half the length of the 
bullet’s body, filed from a quarter-inch 
round bar of steel, had been placed into 
the base of the bullet. The swaging pro- 
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cess caused a perfect fit of this square 
bar of steel in the body of the lead. The 
corners of this square wrench filled the 
bore of the swage to within 1/32-inch of 
either side. It was as large a square 
wrench as the diameter of the bullet 
would well admit. Rotating this wrench 
produced no movement of the outer sur- 
face of the bullet as it engaged the lands 
in the swage. The square wrench turned 
round and round in the bullet, forcing 
lead out at the base end and producing a 
hole in the bullet 1/4 inch in diameter, 
but no stripping of the grooves. 

“In addition to the above tests, a well- 
known fact may be recalled, on which 
has been in print several times, and 
vouched for to me by Mr. Pope. If a regu- 
lar .32-caliber smooth bore be placed in 
a rifling machine, and the rifling head be 
exchanged for a lead plug containing 
coarse emery, the slight scratches made 


are sufficient to properly rotate the nor- 
mal projectile for this bore, and the rifle 
for a few shots will do fair work.” 

“Still further, we can look back over 
the period 1900 to 1907, during which 
hundreds of different styles of bullets 
were recovered in snow or oiled 
sawdust, without mutilation. All were ex- 
amined, and usually with a glass, yet in 
no one case was there a suspicion of the 
grooves being stripped or even widened. 
One .38-caliber Babbit metal bullet, bore 
diameter and 55-grain powder charge, 
upset so slightly that only the faintest 
trace of the land was left upon its sur- 
face, and yet, when taken from the snow, 
the land mark seemed normal as to 
width. This bullet had no base band 
which could engage the grooves. Two 
grains of lead were gas-cut from this 
bullet, and yet, as far as could be 
detected, it followed the grooves well.” 


NRA INSTITUTE FOR LEGISLATIVE ACTION 


Treasury Withdraws Controversial 
Firearms Regulations 


The U.S. Treasury Department — in 
the face of the largest volume of public 
comment ever logged against a pending 
Federal action — has withdrawn its pro- 
posed firearms regulations — a move 
hailed by the National Rifle Association 
as ‘‘a clear victory for every citizen who 
believes in individual privacy.” 

The announcement of the withdrawal 
of the firearms regulations — which 
would have required computerized 
records of every firearms transaction 
made through any of the 120,000 
Federally licensed gun dealers — came 
during budget hearings before the 
House Appropriations committee’s 
Treasury subcommittee. That subcom- 
mittee had initiated the $4.2 million fund 
cut enacted into law last summer, a cut 
which prohibited the Treasury Depart- 
ment’s Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms (BATF) from spending any 
funds to implement the computerized 
records scheme in the current budget. 

Neal Knox, the head lobbyist for the 
National Rifle Association — which op- 
posed the firearms regulations pro- 
posals from their inception — called the 
withdrawal ‘‘an acknowledgement by 
the bureaucracy of the will of the peo- 
ple,” and said, “‘the public comment on 
the BATF regulations was a national 
plebiscite on the issue of national gun 
registration.” 
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“Both sides very clearly had an equal 
opportunity to muster comment from in- 
dividual citizens. The National Rifle As- 
sociation Institute for Legislative Action 
(NRA-ILA) sent mailings to our mem- 
bers, as did anti-gun organizations. The 
end result of the public comments was 
337,000 letters opposed to the regula- 
tions, with only 7,800 in favor. That tally 
is nothing short of anational referendum 
on the issue,” Knox said. 


Knox, the executive director of the 
NRA-ILA, added that ‘‘Congress under- 
stood the meaning of these regulations. 
The Congress labeled them for what 
they were, the foundation of a system of 
massive electronic dossiers on anyone 
wishing to purchase a firearm in legal 
commerce.” 


The Treasury proposals being with- 
drawn include provisions for the submis- 
sion of quarterly reports on all firearms 
transactions to be entered on a central 
computerized file in Washington, and a 
so-called ‘‘unique’’ computerized serial 
number to be stamped on all newly 
manufactured firearms, including 
handguns, rifles and shotguns. 


In withdrawing their regulations, the 
Treasury formally acknowledged the 
overwhelming public opposition, as well 
as the strong Congressional opposition 
to their proposals.

Bonanza’s Co-Ax Press 

During the last thirty-five years | have 
had all sorts of reloading presses on my 
reloading bench and I’m not often 
enthusiastic about a press. In fact, the 
last my enthusiasm was evident was 
when the hydraulic press made by 
Wichita Precision Tool Co. (that’s the 
same company that is now Wichita 
Engineering & Supply) came on the 
market. Generally all presses have the 
same capability and the same faults. 
Often presses are made massive to offer 
great strength and eliminate springing 
of the press under pressure. Yet in some 
cases the massiveness is eye-wash, un- 
necessary and ineffective. 

Some time ago | became aware of the 
Bonanza Co-Ax reloading press and was 
impressed with some of the features 
which were evident. Now that one has 
been on the reloading bench it can be 
recommended to those who are looking 
for a top shelf reloading press. The Co- 
Ax has got so much going for it that I’m 
hard pressed to know where to begin. 

It is massive enough and designed to 
eliminate all springing, yet not so large 
as to be bulky. It’s mobile enough to be 
taken to the range and held down with a 
“C” clamp. Editor Moorhead has used 
one at benchrest matches for the last 
several years. It has a powerful mechani- 
cal advantage and large caliber cases 
are full length resized with no more 
effort than seating bullets. There is no

sloppiness anywhere and if moving parts 
are kept lubricated will develop none. 
Dies are held in the press by their lock 
rings in a machined slot in the top of the 
press. A spring loaded ball holds the die 
in position and there is enough 
clearance so that the die assembly can 
float about .004” and align itself with the 
case as it enters the die. The Co-Ax shell 
holder encircles the case head almost its 
full diameter and is made to accommo- 
date just about any case. The Co-Ax 
shell holder automatically opens and 
closes as the carrier is returned to its 
lowest position and is elevated upward. 


There is another .004” floating capability 
built in the Co-Ax shell holder which 
gives us a total of .008” with the floating 
of the die to correct for any misalign- 
ment of the die and case. Therefore, any 
loaded round that has a run-out error is 
the result of case or die. The press has 
none. 

In the past | have bad mouthed the 
conventional primer arm found in some 
presses because of the great mechani- 
cal advantage resulting in crushed pri- 
mers. Bonanza has a priming method 
that eliminates crushed primers. A co-ax 
system is used and works in the same 
manner as the benchrest primer tool 
made by Robert W. Hart & Son. When 
properly adjusted, primers can be seated 
at any depth desired. We ran fifty .222 
cases through the Bonanza after pro- 
perly adjusting it for a seating depth of 
.002 deep. The results were checked 
with the ‘‘B’’ Square Company primer 
depth gauge and had a total error for the 
fifty cases of .005”. Many were zero er- 
ror. With additional experience with the 
press the error can be held to zero. | can 
not think of a single press with this kind 
of mechanical advantage that has a 
prayer of giving such uniform results. 


When a primer is decapped from the 
case, the primer, grit and ground glass 
pass through a hole under the Co-Ax 
shell holder and down a tube to an 
enclosed spent primer jar under the 
press. Because everything is enclosed, 
all the grit and primers are prevented 
from ending up all over the lower carrier 
or the floor. 


Two 5/8” steel floating guide rods that 
appear to be ground finished are pinned 
to the lower carrier and pass through the 
upper and lower frame to maintain per- 
fect alignment. The many parts of the 
press are held in place with roll pins 
which prevents anything from working 
loose. The roll pin has been damned by 
many; the problem is getting them in and

With the press comes an owner’s 
manual that gives complete instructions 
for setting it up, adjusting and using it. A 
complete parts list with prices is in- 
cluded. There is a section covering 
problems that might develop. 

The castings that make upthe press,of 
which there are three, are made of high 
quality, high carbon material of the same 
type that is used in auto engines. In 
those areas where the castings have 
been machined or ground, there is evi- 
dence of the high quality material that 
has been used, the finish of all machined 
parts is tops. The castings have been 
finished in a quality red crinkle finish. 

Bonanza Sports, in addition to a 
smaller press, also makes dies in several 
models for all popular calibers and 
cases, including the PPC, powder and 
bullet scales, powder measures and 
endless other accessories for reloading 
quality ammo.

One can only guess who these guys 
were but it was plainly obvious that 
they were getting a big kick out of 
these messages. The Hotel Johnstown 
even joined in the fun and every month 
announced how many days were left 
before the big shoot. Times have 


changed. We're terribly serious now. 
Shooters only love a winner and can’t 
wait to find out what he did, what he 
used, or what he had for breakfast that 
effected his win. 

@ The magazine was full of smallbore 
news with page after page of shoot re- 
ports, championship results from state 
to state, big ads advising shooters 
where to show up next etc. We had 
Blackhawk Opens, Zeppelin Opens, 
Flyspeck Championships, Gallery 
shoots and a variety of regional 
events. Wonder what ever happened 
to smallbore? All these guys must 
have moved over to bench rest! I'll 
have to ask Art Blensinger about this.

Technical 
Column 


22 ON THE 35 REMINGTON 


About a year ago you published a let- 
ter on my 22-35 (35 Remington necked 
down to 22 caliber). At that time the rifle 
weighed 15-3/4 Ib. During the 77-78 
groundhog season | decided to have the 
rifle lightened. It now weighs 11 pounds 
scoped. Changes have been made in the 
loads used. The previous 52 gr. Fifer 
bullet with 39 gr. Win. 760 and CCI BR 
primer and the 55 gr. Hornady SX with 42 
gr. 4350 and CCI Magnum primer have 
been refined. 

| now use 52 gr. Fifer bullets with 39 
gr. Win. 760 and Federal BR primers for 
the summer target load and one grain 
more for a winter load. Fred Sinclair got 
me to use the 50 gr. Blitz bullet in early 
1978. | use it with 40.2 gr. of 760 and the 
CCI Magnum primer. 


After killing 27 groundhogs with this 
load | had problems on the 300 to 325 
yard shots. Wind drift was more than 
desired and bullet drop was excessive. 
The 50 gr. SX Hornady has the same 
problem. | switched over to the 55 gr. SX 
bullet with 41.2 gr. of 760 and | am much 
happier. There is less drift, less drop and 
the retained energy is higher. Kills to 400 
yards are one shot events. 

The rifle that Fred made and modified 
is accurate and has won one first and 
many seconds and thirds at our informal

The 22-35 will outdo the 222 
when | am up to it. On breezy days it just 
powers right through. 

| am developing 60 gr. bullet loads 
with H414 and 63 gr. loads with 4350 to 
take advantage of the case capacity. The 
1-14 twist works fine. | estimate that the 
50 gr. bullet goes 3,900 fps and the 55 gr. 
bullet is from 3,750 to 3,800 fps (I need a 
chronograph.). 

In looking back | think that the case is 
perhaps 1 grain larger in capacity than 
was originally planned but changing 
things is not worth the effort. Loading 
density is in the 94-96% range. 


Thanks for the dope on your .22 - .35. 
As you probably know the bench rest 
shooters are going to slightly larger 
cases now with the 22 and 6 mm BR and 
the same in PPC. These cases will shoot 
up to 2 or 3 more grains of powder than 
the old standby .222. Velocities may go 
as high as 3600 with the 52 grain Match 
bullets. 

There are some who believe they get 
better wind bucking with the higher 
velocity. This would certainly be true if 
the stability factors were not upset with 
the higher velocity.

refired up to failure and remain accur- 
ate? 

| am a high power rifle competitor and 
have gotten different reports from 
shooters. Some shooters state that the 
best accuracy is from new unfired cases 
while others state the case must be fire- 
formed for best accuracy and can be 
used till failure occurs. Your comments 
on this will be appreciated. 


It is possible to fire bench rest type 
cases to failure without measurable 
effect on accuracy. However, if standard 
loading methods are used, the neck 
brass will increase in hardness due to 
the work hardening caused by neck siz- 
ing. As the hardness increases the hold- 
ing power of the neck will increase. And, 
unless all of the cases are fired exactly 
the same number of times, the hardness 
may vary from case to case. 

My own experience is that the hard- 
ness does often increase at varying rates 
and that accuracy suffers before the 
cases fail. 

Some shooters have developed 
methods of circumventing this problem. 
One method is to set up the chambering 
so that the cases can be step reamed 
leaving a shoulder inside on which the 
bullet sits. Sizing is then no longer 
necessary. The problem with this is that 
the throat of the chamber wears and the 
bullets need to be seated longer so new 
cases are required before case failure 
begins. Tight necked chambers using 
thin necked walls, when properly set up, 
will also dispense with neck sizing. 

Both of these methods need to be 
monitored steadily by the shooter to pre- 
vent excessive pressures due to neck 
wall thickness changes due to firing. 

Some loads may seem to shoot better 
in unfired cases, nevertheless, if the load 
is right, fire formed cases will out shoot 
unfired cases regularly.

PRODUCT REPORT 


Hall Manufacturing Stainless Steel 
Single Shot Actions 


Allan Hall, owner of Hall Manufactur- 
ing, is currently making a pair of very 
nice stainless steel rifle actions. We had 
an opportunity to see the standard ac- 
tion at the IBS Varmint and Sporter 
Championships in August of last year 
and it was an excellent bit of workman- 
ship. 

The standard action weighs 1 pound 
15 ounces and is 1.360 in diameter by 7 
inches long. The barrel thread is 1’’-16. 
All action parts are made of 17-4 stain- 
less steel except the bolt body which is 
4140. Bolts are available for 222, PPC 
and 308. 


The most interesting feature of this ac- 
tion is the fact that the trigger (it takes 
Remington type triggers) housing is a 
separate unit and can be removed out 
the bottom of the stock. There are no 
crosspin holes necessary in the glue-in 
stock. The trigger is pinned into the 
housing and the housing is held in posi- 
tion by two Allen screws for easy 
removal. We think that this has appeal 
for glue-in action advocates. 


Prices start at $345.00, this action 
should fill a need in the Varmint classes.
